Oertain peculiar complications, how- 
ever. confront them. First, there is tne 
clause in Jay Gould's will. reducing the 
share of each child one-half if he or she 
marries without the consent of the ex- 
ecutors. If the marriage of Mme. Gould 
occurs within the very near future it4 
can be assumed thas the consent of her 
brothers and Miss Helen Gould has seen 
given, otherwise the cer*émony wiN nec- 


to decide the issue. 

The most serious obstacle to the 
marriage is Count Boni’s attitud*, which 
involves the possible limitation of Mme. |

Gould's rights over her children. Count 
Boni naturally is furious at the idea of 
the wedding, and makes no concealment

IN TRACK MEET 


No Divining Winners in Big 
Field Event This 
Week, 


By J. W. Heisman. 

Discussion as to the outcome of the 
big meet of the southern colleges, siated 
for Tech perk this week, naturaliy 
hinges mainly about the prospective 
winners of (first place in the various 
events, and such names as Mason, Blake, 
Stone, Proctor, Faulkenberry, Brown, 
Fleming, Warren, Byrd, Furtick, Lips- 
chutz, Arrendale, Smith, Goodier, Daven- 
port, Myers and May are on every 
tongue, 

But the winner of the greatest num- 
ber of first places is not necessarily the 
team that wins the meet. Five points 
are awarded for each first place in each 
event, three points for each second place 
and one point for each third place. Thus 
a college might not have a man capable 
of winning a first in a particular event, 
yet might have two fairly good men 
capable of carrying off second and third 
places, in which event their combined 
earnings would be almost as great as 
that of the winner of a first. From 
this it results that the second and third 
string men must be taken into about 
as much cone@ideration as are the 
first string, at least when endeavoring 
to divine thé winning team. 

So, while Vanderbilt's outlook for scor- 
ing firsts seems a shade better than that 
of her sister colleges, it is quite uncer- 
tain which team will ecore the most 
seconds and thirds, and so the probable 
team winner is a problem still wrapped 
in profound mystery.

ESTIMATES THE LIABILITY 


OF WALKER INMAN ESTATE 


All of the time of the hearing iy the 
contest for a receiver for the Walker 
P. Inman estate yesterday afternoon 
was devoted to the reading of affi- 
davits by counsel for Mrs. May Inman 
Gray, who brought the suit. The most 
important of these was the statement 
of Thomas Barrett, Jr. of Augusta, 
receiver for Inman & Co. 

According to his estimate, the Walker 
P. Inman estate will be called upon to 
pay on indorsement made for Inman & 
Co. by Mr. Inman anywhere from $200,- 
000 to $275,000. 

In refgrring to the company since he 
had taken charge as receiver he said 
the liabilities are $1,310,000. Of this 
amount $845,000 on notes, $285,000 on 
cotton notes, and open accounts $1!80.,- 
000. The assets ame $500,000, this being

cotton, stocks, bonds and cash in 
banks. Of the liabilities $790,000 is not 
secured, and in this is $460,000 on notes 
Walker P. Inman. The 
concludjng paragraph in Mr. Barrett's 
affidavit is as follows:

He had charge of Walker P. In- 
man’s property up to his death, and 
since that time. Mr. Askew related 
what conditions he had to deal with in 
trying to sell property for the estate. 

Affidavit of James R. Gray was read. 
It referred to his connection with IM- 
man & Co. In one discussion with 
Morris Brandon he stated the latter 
said: “He didn’t care a d—n what be- 
came of Inman & Co.” 

Affidavits of Major John S. Cohen, 
managing editor; Morton Smith, assist- 
ant managing editor, and John A. 
Brice, secretary and treasurer, of The 
Atlanta Journal, were read. These 
stated in the main what great progress 
the paper had made since Mr. Gray had 
taken charge. 

The will of the late Walker P. Inman 
was read.

$250,000, and was not sold outright.
